WASHINGTON, April 18.— 
(AP)—The United States govern- 
ment today took over control of 
all vessels in the American mer- 


chant marine still held in private 
ownership. Several hundred ves- 
sels are involved, said Admiral

In a formal announcement, Land 
said that the war shipping adminis- 
tration “has requisitioned possession 
and use of all essential ocean going 
tankers and dry cargo vessels owned 
by American citizens which are 
subject to requisition ... and have 
not previously been acquired by 
the government.” 

Land noted that the use of, or 


title to, approximately 75 per cent 
of the freighter tonnage of the 
merchant marine had previously 
been taken over through purchase, 
charter or requisition. 

“The step taken today.” he ex- 
plained, “would bring all remain- 
ing dry cargo vessels and tankers 
under the direct control of the 
government.” }

was securing it through the orders 
for war materials that were placed 
in pursuance of the Hyde Park ar- 
rangement. 

“I think,” Mr. King commented, 
“that it is » better thing for Can- 
ada to get its financial assistance 
in payment for materials supplied, 
than by borrowing.” 

Arriving early this morning trom 
Washington, where he was the guest 
of honor last night at a dinner given 
by Dr, T. V. Soong, Chinese foreign 
minister, the Prime Minister break- 
fasted in his private car and then 
went to the Harvard Club, where he 
made his headquarters for the day. 
He is leaving this evening for Can- 
ada via the Montrealer, and will go 
right through to Ottawa, where he 
will arrive about noon tomorrow.

The raid was made while it was 
still light but the British planes, 
intent on destruction, attacked from 
low level and gwo dived to 200 feet 
above the sprawling works to drop 
their bombs and see them burst 
fairly on the target. 

It was just after 8 p.m. when the 
planes dropped their bombs. The 
five survivors landed at their bases 
well before midnight. 

While the Lancasters were fly- 
ing homeward, a great force of 
British planes went over to bomb 
Hamburg, Germany's greatest and 
most-bombed port. 

This was the seventh day of Bri- 
tain’s greatest and most ferocious 
aerial offensive of the war. During 
the six days ended at midnight, 
British planes had been attacking 
enemy and enemy - occupied terri- 
tory day and night on a 24-hour-a- 
day basis. e 
GREAT IMPORTANCE 

An unusually detailed air min- 
istry communique revealed the im- 
portance which the air force at- 
taches to the Augsburg raid:

Petain Announces Changed 
Form Of Vichy Government

(The German radio said that 
the new Vichy regime was a Pe- 
tain - Laval - Darlan government. 
Dispatches from Vichy did not 
completely clarify whether pro- 
Axis Laval would be the chief 
power in the new government as 
had been expected but the official 
version was that Petain as chief 
of state had delegated specific 
powers to Laval but left the 
French fleet, armed forces and 
air force under Darlan, who is 
responsible to Petain.) 


The decision of Petain that the 
“present form of government no 
longer corresponded” to the needs 
of France was officially announced 
in a statement by Information Min- 
ister Paul Marion. 


NO CABINET RANKING 

It specified that Petain “decided 
to give supreme command” of 
armed forces to Darlan, who does 
not hold cabinet rank but may at- 
tend council meetings which con- 
cern the armed forces. 


Marion's statement also empha- 
sized that it was “another decision” | 
by Petain that created the post of 
chief of government for Laval, who 
“will be -responsible to and will 
inform” Petain in regard to al] de- 
cisions and acts. 

Laval will be personally re- 
sponsible to Petain, it said, in his 
duties as minister of foreign 
affairs, interior and information, 

Darlan will have military—in- 
stead of administrative—command 
of the armed forces. 

The seat of government will re- 
main at Vichy, the statement said.

Surcouf Is Lost 
To Free French 


LONDON, April 18—(CP)—The 
Free French announced today the 
submarine Surcouf is considered 
lost, 

The Surcouf, a vessel of 2,880 tons, 
was the largest submarine in the 
world and accommodated a sea- 
plane in a small deck hangar. 

Free French naval headquarters 
issued this communique: 

“Free French naval headquarters 
regret to announce that the sub- 
marine Surcouf is considerably 
overdue and must be considered 
lost.” 

The Surcouf, carrying a normal! 
complement of 150 men, participated 
in the Free French seizure lasi 
Christmas of the ,Vichy-held islands 
of St. Pierre-Miquelon off the New- 
foundland coast. 

The largest known submers- 
ible — some believed her extra 
size was a disadvantage—was 361 
feet long, and was launched at 
Cherbourg Nov. 18, 1928. She 
mounted two eight-inch guns. 

When France sued for an armis- 
tice she was in a British port and 
in a fight between French and Bri- 
tish seamen one Briton was killed, 
two officers and another seaman 
wounded and one Frenchman slain. 
More than two months after the 
war began in 1939 the French crew 
aboard her captured a German mer- 
chant ship 1,000 miles at sea. 

The Surcouf underwent repairs 
at the Portsmouth navy yard in 
September, 1941, and again at 
Boston a month later.

MINIMIZING DAMAGE 

There had been no report of an 
indisposition to any member of it.

For years 
the Russians havé used the Lena as 
a summer artery of commerce, and 
from its upper reaches at Yakutsk 
they have built a motor road con- 
necting with the trans-Siberian 
railway at Rukhlovo near. Lake 
Baikal.

Kobe, a city of some 800,000 on 
the south coast, 10 miles north of 
the great industrial city of Osaka, 
was raided by a single plane which 
likewise dropped bombs and like- 
wise did no damage—according to 
Tokyo. 


IMPORTANT CITY 

An important shipbuilding and 
industrial city, it has gained much

After the first statement that 
there had been no damage at Kobe 
and Nagoya, the Tokyo radio broad- 
cast the following communique, 
recorded by the British United 
Press at New York: 


Axis broadcasts which said that 
there were hundreds of thousands 
of persons in the streets of Tokyo 
after the air raid alarm sounded, 
thinking it was .only a practice 
affair, indicated that the capital 
had been completely caught off 
guard. 

Apparently mystified as to the 
attack base of the planes, Tokyo at 
once began fishing for clues. 

It first reported that six American 
navy aviators of the aircraft carrier 
Yorktown were prisoners in Japan, 
but this was a misfire because it 
was known that these fliers were 
captured many weeks ago in a navy 
raid on the Marshall Islands. 


RUMOR CARRIER SUNK 

Next Tokyo circulated “an uncon- 
firmed rumor” that a United States 
aircraft carrier had been sunk to- 
day off the Japanese east coast, 

Washington did not bite. 

London had no confirmation 
that there had been an air attack 
on Tokyo, The war department 
in Washington also said it had no 
confirmation, while the U.S, navy 
department said it had received no 
“official” information, 

But a Tokyo broadcast recorded 
by the British United Press at San 
Francisco said: 

“Allied warplanes attacked 
metropolitan Tokyo shortly after 
noon today (Saturday) and dropped 
bombs on homes, a school and | 
hospital, inflicting slight damage. 
It was the first enemy air raid on 
Tokyo since the outbreak of war in 
the Pacific, 

“Military authorities at eastern 
headquarters said that Japanese 
pursuit planes shot down nine of 
the attacking planes 

“The enemy aircraft did not ap. 
pear over the heart of the city, and 
they did not damage military tar- 
gets. 

“An air raid warning sounded and 
traffic in the streets was cleared 
immediately. Every person took 
his appointed station.” 

The Tokyo announcement came 
as the war ended its 19th week. 


FIRST TASTE OF WAR 

+ It meant that 132 days after the 
sneak attack on Pearl Harbor, Japan 
proper had got its first taste of war 
in an attack on a city in which | 
more than 7,000,000 persons are!

NO BAYONET BUSINESS 

The “fix bayonets” will not be 
heard for the duration on parades, 
ceremonials or drills. The spokes. 
man explained that the individual 
soldier now was expected to use his 
own initiative in deciding when it 
was necessary to fix his bayonet, 

The order “pile arms” was used 
when drilling was to take place 
without using rifles. Now when 
such drilling is to take place men 
will not wait for a formal order 
but will pile arms and carry on as 
before, the spokesman said. 

The new orders are in line with 
previous moves to fit men for active 
service conditions, rather than to 
ensure that they can carry out all 
the movements of parade ground 
drill with perfect accuracy. 


NO MORE POLISH 

These moves include issuing of 
battle-dress for officers and men, 
elimination of “spit-and-polish” drill 
parades, and the rule for the Cana- 
dian Army Overseas that no brass 
shall be polished in the field. Al- 
ready new battle drill has been 
introduced for the overseas army, 
so that men can get into action 
when necessary in the shortest pos- 
sible time. 

Emphasis is to be placed on drill 
more as a means of teaching and 
maintaining discipline than as an 
end in itself, the statement said. 
The standard of perfection demand- 
ed for the relatively few movements 
left in the syllabus will be higher 
than ever before, but the amount 
of time to be given to this part of 
a soldier's training is to be 
shortened.

HAD EYE ON USS. 

Laval must reckon with Darlan 
if his intentions involve direct or 
indirect use of French armament 
to aid the conqueror of France. It 
is the essence of totalitarianism 
that he who commands the fighting 
forces controls all. 

There can be little doubt that 
whoever conceived the procedure 
at Vichy did so with an eye on 
Washington, Grave fear is re- 
flected that drastic American ac- 
tion might follow if France be- 
came a complete Nazi puppet. 

The extent to which Washington- 

Vichy tension has been eased is 
only conjecturable. Darlan’s formal 
promotion as successor-designate to 
supreme power, backed by his con- 
trol of the army, navy and air force, 
makes him for the moment at least 
a more important figure than Laval 
in American and British eyes. 


NOT COMMITTED TO AXI5 


Hostile as he has been toward 
Britain, Darlan stands committed 
not to yield to the Axis. There is 
every argument of personal political 
ambition to urge his retention of 
the French fleet in his own control 
and under his own selected crews 
and commanders, Its sirrender to 
Germany at an early date seems 
wholly improbable. That fleet is 
the admiral’s political anchor to 
windward, Without it he would 
fade from the political scene in 
Vichy and cease to be a factor in 
the war, 

What Hitler actually hopes to 
gain out of forcing Laval back into 
so limited a degree of power at 
Vichy must remain a mystery until 
Laval shows his hand. It seems 
obvious, however, that Hitler had 
to accept Darlan’s veto power to 
attain some other ends — possibly 
greater French industrial co-opera- 
tion with the Nazi war effort or re- 
cruitment of French skilled labor.

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A New Use For Wheat 


The controller of chemicals announces 
that Canadian distillers of industrial alco- 
hol are going to use wheat hereafter as 
the raw material. The immediate object 
is to cut down the need of imported mo- 
lasses, brought from the West Indies and 
islands in the Pacific in ships that are 
needed for other purposes. Industrial al- 
cohol is a wartime and peacetime necess- 
ity. It goes into explosives, and is useful 
in the carrying on of industrial operations 
for both military and civilian production. 

There is room to hope that the shift 
from molasses to wheat as a source of 
the fluid will be permanent. It will not do 
to count too confidently on this, because 
wheat would probably have been used 
long ago if it were as satisfactory. War 
demand, however, stimulates research and 
invention, and it may be found that by 
changed methods of manufacture the 
grain can be made as suitable as the im- 
ported base. It is expected that from two 
to three million bushels of wheat only will 
be required in a year for the purpose at 
present. But if the alcohol can be pro- 
duced from wheat as cheaply as from mo- 
lasses, the unlimited supply of home-grown 
wheat will encourage a search for wider 
uses for the product. 


Tokyo Looks Ahead? 


At Geneva the International Red Cross 
announces that it has succeeded where Ar- 
gentina evidently failed—and that Tokyo 
has agreed to give information concerning 
prisoners of war and civilian internees now 
in Japanese custody. On condition, of 
course, that the United Nations supply in- 
formation in return with regard to Japan- 
ese prisoners and internees. 

Takyo is also said to have consented to 
deal with prisoners of war according to 
the convention signed by most countries, 
including Germany and Italy but not 
Japan, before the war began. 

It can only be hoped that in this in- 
stance Japan’s promises will be kept. 
There are some reasons to expect so, 
though its record forbids any confidence 
in Tokyo’s pledges as such. The conces- 
sions are easily kept. They will cost Japan 
nothing, and in return it will get informa- 
tion which it no doubt desires. Nor can it 
be overlooked at Tokyo that the dispro- 
‘portion between Allied prisoners and Jap- 
anese prisoners is greater now that it can 
be reaSonably expected to be in future. 

As the Allies develop strength in the 
area where they have thus far been hope- 
lessly outmatched, the numbers of Japan- 
ese prisoners falling into their hands is 
bound to grow, while Japan has already 
made the biggest hauls it can look for. As 
these hostages grow in numbers, Tokyo 
will be under stronger pressure to treat its 
own prisoners after the manner of civilized 
powers. Even the savagery of which it 
has given such striking proof may be tem- 
pered by prudence when its enemies are in 
positjon to enforce reprisals. 


Laval's Job 


The people of France have no uncer- 
tainty as to what the Laval dictatorship is 
going to mean to them and their country. 
They are showing their understanding of 
the shuffle at Vichy by spreading sabo- 
tage and symptoms of threatening revolt, 
alike in the occupied and unoccupied sec- 
tions of the country. 

In effect there is no longer an unoccu- 
pied area in France. Hitler has placed his 
gauleiter at the head of Petain’s cabinet, 
thereby assuming control of the hitherto 
Supposedly independent zone. This is now 
to be ruled from Berlin, as the occupied 
zone is, the orders being filtered through 
Vichy as in the other case they are trans- 
mitted through Paris. For practical pur- 
poses the occupation of Francé is com- 
plete, save in so far as fear of a popular 
uprising may temper the relayed edicts of 
the Fuchrer. 

The purpose of this sudden shift is 
clear. Hitler is about to hurl his army 
against Russia or the Middle East, or both. 
The R.A.F, is blasting at the vitals of his 
war production set-up in raids as devas- 
tating as they are ceaseless. Frenchmen 
who cherish the hope of seeing France re- 
stored to freedom know this to be the 
moment to help realize their hopes by 
anti-collaboration action. With Hitler 
committed to a drive eastward, his rear is 
threatened, 

Laval’s business is to suppress the ris- 
ing tide of revolt which is slowing down 
the production of French munitions fac- 
tories, and showing itself in more and 
more open hostility to the Nazi garrisons. 
Unless he can do so, pandemonium may 

. break out in the rear while the Fuehrer 
is fully occupied in the east. An invasion 
force landed anywhere on the coast of 
France would be welcomed by the popu- 
lace, and given active support. To Laval 
has been given the task of quelling the 
gathering storm.

Canada's Purpose Must Be Clear 


There is no statistical evidence that 
Canada cannot maintain its army over 
Sea, and expand it to any extent that now 
appears probable, by voluntary enlist- 
ment. Enlistments continue to supply 


the required monthly quotas, though lack- 
ing the stimulation that would be given if 
the oversea forces were in action. But 
that is néd reason to vote “no” when the 
plebiscite is taken on the 27th of this 
month, To do that would be to demand 
that under no circumstances must men be 
raised for oversea service by any other 
method than voluntary enlistment. 

Perhaps no other method will be found 
necessary. But that is not all we have to 
consider. We must think also about how 
our Allies would construe a demand of 
that kind. They have, with few if, any 
exceptions, adopted compulsory systems. 
If Canadians were to say their Govern- 
ment must never employ a compulsory 
system, how would people in the United 
States, in Britain, in Australia, in Russia, 
interpret that expression of the nation’s 
will? 

How could they interpret it but as a de- 
claration that there are limits beyond 
which Canada will not go in its war effort? 
That would not be correct, but—from their 
point of view—it is the only inference our 
Allies could draw if*the vote were nega- 
tive, or if it were so evenly balanced as to 
be an “open verdict”. We cannot afford 
to let the peoples who are standing with 
us gather any such impression of our pur- 
pose. They must be told, beyond any 
possibility of misunderstanding, that Can- 
ada is with them to the full measure of its 
ability, and will fight wherever fighting 
has to be done. 

Only an overwhelming “yes” vote will 
keep Canada’s position crystal clear to 
its Allies—and to its enemies, if that 
makes any difference. . They must know 
that we are with them unreservedly, what- 
ever method it may be necessary to employ 
to make our full wea count. 


So the Riom trials have been indefin- 
itely suspended. The announcement fol- 
lowed closely the return of Laval to the di- 
rection of affairs at Vichy. The explana- 
tion given is that time will be required to 
dig up fresh evidence. This is no doubt 
correct, remembering that what is want- 
ed is evidence to show that the democ- 
racies were to blame for the starting of 
the war. A year of exhaustive research, 
with unlimited money available to buy 
testimony, produced only proof that Hitler 
started it. The prospect of the trials be- 
ing resumed is Lath Si dim. 


Canadian Pacific Airlines is to con- 
struct standard airports at Fort McMur- 
ray, Fort Smith and Yellowknife. This 
will eliminate the in-between season inter- 
ruption in spring and fall, and enable 
planes to operate on this route the year 
around. Traffic is of course the determin- 
ing factor in the making of improvements 
to transportation systems and the estab- 
lishment of these all-weather landing 
places is an indication of the passenger, 
freight and express traffic moving be- 
tween Edmonton and Yellowknife. Not 
many years may elapse before the string 
of airports is extended down to the Arc- 
tic, for the continuance of northern de- 
velopment is now beyond the “hope” 
Stage.

Japs Ignore Hitler? 


Axis 
Purpose Is Belief 
of Writer

Early this month Tokyo said, 
through a Japanese college pres- 
ident, Yoshio Yamada, that the 
Japanese must be careful not to 
lose the economic war, and add- 


ed, “Many countries have been 
defeated because their economic 
life could not adjust itself to a 
war economy,” and then men- 
tioned the German defeat in the 
last war as an example. 

To appreciate this let us re- 
member that the whole Hitler 
argument for coming into power 
and carrying out his war has 
been that Germany was tricked 
in the last war and lost it through 
Jews, Communists, and broken 
Allied promises, Germany was 
strong and powerful but was 
tricked into signing the peace, he 
said, 

Now to have Japan, Hitler's 
ally, bluntly refute that whole 
major foundation of the Nazi 
cause by saying that it was the 
inability of Germany to adjust 
itself to a war economy which 
caused the loss of the last war is 
the worst sort of treason from 
within the Axis ranks. 


Defeat 


About the same time Tokyo 
put on the air a despatch, sup- 
posedly from Lisbon, which stat- 
ed that if Japan succeeds in con- 
quering southeast Asia, her de- 
fensive position “will be so 
powerfu] that Hitler's defeat in 
Europe will not alier her pre- 
dominance in East Asia.” 

Here Japan calmly talks about 
Hitler's defeat in Europe.

Cost Of Living Bonus 
Granted Employees Of 


Royal 


Alex Hospital 


Payment of cost-of-living bonuses to employees of the 
Royal Alexandra hospital was approved Friday night at a 
meeting of the Edmontoh Hospital Board, at the hospital. 
The proposal was nfade by the executive and finance com- 
mittee in accordance with the policy recently adopted by 


Chairman G. A. Campbell 
stated that payment of the bon- 
uses would cost the hospital about 
$12,000 a year, but told the mem- 
bers “we hope that the hospital 
can absorb it without calling on 
the city for aid”, 

Similar comment was made by 
the superintendent Dr, A. F. Ander- 
son, 

Regulations set by the board 
covering payment of- the bonus, 
exempt student nurses and internes, 
as well as those with gross salaries 
of $2,500 or more. Graduate nurses 
on floor duty whose salaries were 
adjusted last fal] also shall be ex- 
empted. 


$8 PER MONTH 

Other employees living out who 
are married or have dependents, 
according to regulations of the 
dominion income tax branch re- 
garding defence tax, shall be paid 
a bonus of $8 per month. All these 
pet one meal per day at the hosp- 
ital. 

Other single employees living 
out will receive $4 per month. 
Other employees living in and get- 
ting full maintainance shall be paid 
bonuses at one-fourth the rate set 
for those in the two previous categ- 
ories, or $2 for married persons or 
those with dependents and $1 for 
single persons without dependents. 

Any employee thus entitled to 
bonuses covering the months Jan- 
wary, February and March who is 
indebted to the Rospital as for 
hospital services shall have such 
retroactive bonuses applied 
against his or her hospital ac- 
count or such proportion of same 

for which he or she is indebted. 

Bonuses will be retroactive to 
January 1 for all employees who 
have been on the payroll since the 
first of the year. 

GRADUATION APRIL 24 

Superintendent of nurses, Miss 
Margaret Fraser reported that Dr. 
Robert Newton, acting president of 
the University of Alberta will give 
the address to the graduation class 
at the graduation exercises Friday, 
April 24, in First Presbyterian 
church, and that the valedictory ad- 
dress will be given by Miss Frances 
Ward, 

It was previously announced that 
the invocation address would be 
given by Rev. J. MacBeath Miller, 
minister of the church and that 
award pins would be presented by 
Dr. Mary Hunter, member of the 
hospital board.

NO JAP NURSES 

On motion of V. A. Porter, it was 
agreed that the hospital was not 
in a position to accept Japanese 
nurses in training. 

On motion of S. A. Dickson, K.C, 
the secretary was instructed to re- 
port to the city clerk the names 
of members who have missed three 
consecutive meetings of the board 
since their appointment, with a 
recommendation of re-appointment 
Of such members. 

The action followed receipt of a 
letter from the city clerk that ac- 
cording to the city charter all those 
who miss three consecutive meet- 
ings automatically forfeit office, al- 
though they are eligible for re- 
election. 

OPERATION COSTS UP 

During March, both the Royal 
Alexandra and Isolation hospitals 
were very busy and cost of opera- 
tion was high, namely 648,274.70, 
the financial report showed. 

This brings operation cost for the 
three months up over $8,000 above 
last year's figures and $630 above 
the estimate. Cost per patient day 
was $3.31 in March this year as 
against $3.18 in March, 1941. 

Earnings for March were $46,865 
and for the three months $134,555, 
an increase of over $3,000 over 
those for 1941 in the same period. 

Revenue more than kept pace 
with rising costs. Thus patient re- 
ceipts rose to $36,214 during March 
and other revenue from T. B,, 
Soldiers and Government Grant 
also showed increases. Total rev- 
enue for the month was $46,923 
bringing the total for the three 
months up to $138,512 or $22,000 
more than the estimate, 

DEFICIT LOWER 

Deficit to be covered by City 
Grant was down to $1,351 in March 
against $5,449 in March, 1941. Total 
deficit for the three month period 
was $3,488 compared with $18.430 
in 1941 and $9,304 in 1940. 

Present indications are however 
that there will be a marked fall 
in revenue in April with continuing 
high costs. In fact with the cost 
of living bonuses retroactive to 
January 1 a high deficit is expected 
for the current month. 

Dr. Anderson reported 11,625 
patient days at the Royal Alex- 
andra during March, with a daily 
average of 375 patients, and 1,862 
patient days in the Isolation hosp- 
ital, with a day average of 60. He 
told members that every bed in the 
Isolation hospital is taken. 

In the Royal Alexandra there 
were 948 admissions and 876 dis- 
charges, as well as 107 out patients 
treated.

Havens have been established in 
safer areas for such toddlers. They 
are being cared for by the Waifs and 
Strays Society, an organization de- 
signated by Queen Blizabeth as the 
one which could use contributions 
most advantageously to relieve the 
distress of youngsters in bombed 
areas, 

A donation of $120 will support a 
child for an entire year under the 
administration of this society. It is to 
this society that the Lions are con- 
tributing. 

ARE CONFIDENT 

For many years the Lions of Ed- 
monton have been interested in the 
welfare of children of the district 
and now they are extending their 
practical help to the children of 
Britain, 

Administration expenses of the 
national drive are being borne this

Wife Was Model 
For Painting Of 
Flemish Artist 


Although the paintings of Peter 
Paul Rubens, the Flemish painter 
whose works hang in the principal 
galleries of Eurépe and America, are 
practically priceless, the Belgian 
government was obliged to issue 
surtax stamps to restore his home 
in Antwerp. 


The stamps, issued in 1939 to 
honor the great artist, bear pictures 
of his home, his two wives and 
children, and some of his better 
known paintings. The stamp above 
was titled “The Velvet Hat,” and is 
a picture of his second wife, Helena 
Fourment. 

The Flemish school of painting 
which Rubens exemplified, por- 
trayed powerfully the animation 
of life and nature. His dogs, horses 
men, women, and all his subjects 
have a vibrant, robust color and 
interpretation. 

Rubens was not restricted to 
portraits. His paintings include 
landscapes, subjects of pure fancy 
those with religious motifs, and 
frescoes. In Antwerp churches Ru- 
bens composed and directed 39 ceii- 
ing panels.

Fastening Kit 
Eases Task Of 


Shelf Building 


WY you are baffied by the prob- 
lem of hanging something on s 
“mesonry or plaster wall, get a 
household fastening kit contain- 
ing en assortment of special plugs 
@r serew anchors, drills, screws 
and drives, ang your dilemma will 
be solved. 

With this kit @ layman can fasten 
agnything to any type of wall—tile, 
wood, brick, plaster, marble, slate, 
steel or even glass, 

The kit's success secret is three 


matching items—drill, rot-proof 
jute-fiber plug and wood screw. 
THE SYSTEM 

First, select a drill, plug and 


screw all of thé same size. This is 
essential to give the screw holding 
power in the plug. The plug is as 
large as the diameter of the screw; 
the dril] makes a hole as large as 
the plug. Therefore compression is 
set up when the screw and plug 
are placed together in the dritled 
hole. 

Place the drill in the holder that 
comes with the kit, then hit the 
holder with a hammer, rotating it 
between blows to prevent jamming 
Lift the drill between blows, too, 
to clear the hole of cutting dust. 

Drill the hole to the required 
depth, a trifle more than the length 
of the screw, minus the thickness 
of the material (such as a shelf) 
to be fastened. 


MORE DETAILS 

Hang the self, mirror ‘or picture 
by placing the screw through the 
hole in the object to be hung and 
driving it with a screwdriver into 
the hole in which the plug has been 
inserted. 

The thréads of the screw do not 
cut the fibers of the plug, but com- 
press them into a compact mass 
This makes the plug conform to any 
irregularities in the hole 

The same procedure is uséd for 
inserting plugs in any type of wall, 
except tile, in which case a twist 
drill is used to make the hole,

ton for a rousing nationa] slogan. 
They want something that will grip 
the people and fire their imagina- 
tion, transforming complacent ci- 
vilians into passionate | patriots. 
General MacArthur turned out a 
good one when he said, speaking 
from Australia, “We will win or} 
we will die,” but 
the power in 
these seven words 
came from the 
man who uttered 
them. 

This is an age 
of slogans and 
epigrams. People 
delight in pic- 
turesque speech. 
Magazines pay 
well for a neatly 
turned sentence 
A smart reporter 
once wrote about Nellie McClung | 
a public-spirited woman, who was) 
known for her becoming glothes, 
“She was all vogue on the outside 
but all vague on the inside.” The 
second part was not true, but it 
caught the public fancy, who do not 
easily believe that a woman can 
have it both ways. Lord Macaulay 
famous for his epigrams, did an in- 
justice to the Puritans when’ he ex- 
plained their opposition to bull 
fighting: “It is not because the fight | 
gives pain to the bull,” he wrote, 

“but because it gives pleasure to 
the spectator.” He sacrificed the 
truth to turn a good sentence, but 
it certainly brightened one page of 
history for High school students. 


“HE WHO LAUGHS...” 

Now I see the Norwegian people | 
under the heel of Hitler are using 
a slogan which surely draws our 
admiration, “He who laughs—lasts.” 
This is the title of a little volume of 
stories which shows how the Nor- 
wegians endure their hard lot and 
turn the shaft of their wit against 
the tyrant. Their food and clothing 
have been taken away from them,

Cerlain organs in the human 
body are referred to as vital by 
Treason of the fact that they are 


vital to life. Among the vital organs 
belong the kidneys. 

Even though one kidney may be 
removed and the patient return to 
health, if both are removed, life 
stops. It is true that to be on the 
Safe side, Nature has provided you 
with more kidney tissue than you 
need; in fact, it is estimated that if 
only one-third of the kidney tissue 
remains healthy, you can get along 
without the other two-thirds and 
be none the worse. But this one- 
third is a necessity 

Once in awhile.a person is born 
with only one kidney and enjoys 
normal health in spite of the omis- 
sion; dvcasionally one kidney is re- 
moved surgically because of dam- 
age; but as a general rule we start 
life equipped with two kidneys. 

The kidneys are bean-shaped, are 
placed toward the back with the 
tight kidney slightly lower than 
the left, and possesses a rich blood 
supply. They are capable of throw: 
ing out from one quart to a quart 
and a half of liquid every twenty- 
four hours. 

The work of the kidneys is to re- 
move certain waste products from 
the blood which occur as the end- 
products left over after protein is 
burned in the body. These wastes 
consist chiefly of uric acid, urea, 
and creatinine When the kidneys 
are doing their work, such wastes 
are promptly removed no . matter 
how large a quantity of protein is 


Waste substances are flushed out 
of the kidney in a liquid medium 
Because of the fact that the kidneys 
remove waste material directly 
from the blood itself, they serve as 
blood purifiers. The intelligence 
shown by these organs in knowing 


factorily explained. 

Another of the important duties | 
of the kidney is ‘to contro) the 
amount of *water in the blood, 
through eliminating the excess. Be- | 
cause of this control, the composi- 
tion of the blood remains the samé, 
no matter how much water is taken 
into the body by mouth. This ex- | 
plains why it is that the blood is not 
diluted even when you drink two 
or three quarts of water. When a 
lerge amount of water is being 
thrown out by the way of the kid- 


neys, then the kidney elimination 
is diluted to a greater extent 
However, the kidneys also work 
on the reverse plan and if you 
drink only a litle water and lose 
a great deal through the skin by 
sweating the kidneys will hoard the 
water in the body and will excrete 
very little, in which case the liquid 


elimination will be highly concen- 


trated. 

When the liquid waste eliminated 
by the kidneys is tested in the lab- 
oratory a great deal may be sug- 
gested about the kidneys. This kind 
of test is called a urinalysis and is 
commonly used. When the report 
indicates the need of further study, 
the physician may advise a test of 
the kidney function which will tell 
more about how the kidneys are 


doing their work. 


The actual secretion carried on 
within the kidneys is carried on by 
very small tubes, or tubules, and it 
is estimated that there are one mil- 
lion of these tubes in one human 
kidney. Thus in your body you 
possibly have two million of them, 
which are working night and day 
to purify your blood

841 Miles Now 
Longest Single 
Run For CNR. 


TORONTO, April 18—The long- 
est single locomotive run in esat- 
ern Canada, and one of the long- 
est in the Dominion, was inau- 
gurated by the C.N.R. this week 
when locomotives will run on all 
through passenger trains between 
Montreal and Halifax, a distance 
of 841 miles. The decision to oper- 
ate single locomotives ‘between 
Montreal and the Atlantic sea- 
board was made to release addi- 
tional heavy motive power for 
Canada's war service, 

The locomotives used on the 
through trains ‘between Montreal 
and Halifax are of the Northern 
type, No. 6100 class, which were 
built for either fast passenger or 
freight service. They have a tractive 
effort of 57,000 pounds and are 
counterbalanced for speed of 85 
miles per hour. In passenger service 
they will handle 20 coaches, and in 
freight service, over some portions 
of the road, they will handle more 
than 100 freight cars. They have 
been known to haul as high as 8,000 
tons of freight, or a train approxim- 
ately a mile in length. 

HANDLE WAR SUPPLIES 

E. R. Battley, general superin- 
tendent, central region, motive 
power and car equipment, stated 
that by the change to single loco- 
motive operation between Montreal 
and Halifax, seven of these loco- 
motives will be released to handle 
essential war supplies and materi- 
als to the Atlantic seaboard. The 
longest single locomotive run at 
present on the Canadian National 
system is that of the transcontinen- 
tal passenger service between Win- 
nipeg and Edmonton, a distance of 
802 miles,

Despite initial advantages of surprise and geography, the Axis sub- 
marine war against shipping off the coast of the Americas gradually is 
being controlled. 

Official sources confirm the fact that the balance is being tipped 
against the Ayis. Rear Admiral M. H. Simons, dedicating the new 
blimp base at Elizabeth City, N.C., said the enemy had “paid a terrible 
price, in submarines and men" for its early successes, 

The Axis scored heavily in the first undersea drive against coastal 
shipping because Allied control measures were concentrated in the 
north and east Atlantic, Nazi long-range submarines, capable of 15,000 
miles without refueling, could slip out of the main bases at Wilhelms- 
haven, sneak down the coast to St. Nazaire, and then set a course tor 
the Caribbean. On the w ay, their course would cross the route of sup- 
plies from the US. around Africa to India and the southwest Pacific 


Once in the Caribbean—in the constricted waters of major trade 
lanes between islands—they could wait for oil ships bound north from 
the mammoth refineries of Aruba. Following a northward course, the 


subs’ routes lay along the path of intercoastal shipping using the Pana- 
ma Canal and of tankers carrying oil around Florida to the east coast 
. J ° 


Cruising north, always in the heavy-traffic lanes, they could hardly 


fail to find targets for their torpedoes. At the converying points off 
the great Atlantic coast ports, they again crossed the supply routes to 
the Allies. Turning east, they followed the convoy routes to England 


and Russia, always in waters vital to the Allied war effort, and finally 
arrived at the great Nazi base at Trondheim, Norway. 

This round trip of roughly 12,000 miles was well within their cruis- 
ing range. The beauty of it was that only the initial dash across the 
Atlantic from St. Nazaire to the Caribbean was “unproductive” water,

‘Air Raid Talks 
Attract Large 
Group Citizens

from citizens with the air 
wardens in their task, 

Mr, Henwood sdid it was unlikely 
that an air raid would come to Ed- 
monton. He added, however, that 
preparedness was the greatest safe- 
guard against disaster if such raid 
did happen 

The least damage has occurred in 
those places where air raid precau- 
tion work had ‘been taken seriously 
and constantly practiced. he said. It 
was not a job for the wardens, the 


raid 


firemen and the police. It was a job 
to be undertaken by each in-| 
dividual, he said, and each indi- 


vidual must be so self-drilled in his 
duties that when the raid occurs his 
actions wil be automatic in coping 
with any damage to his own or 
neighbors’ property, 

Mr. Settle made a plea to busi- 
ness men in the city to co-operate 
in the air raid precautions move- 
ment. He too did not think that 
raids were imminent or likely, but 
stressed the necessity for thorough 
preparation te meet any possible 
emergency. 


100 CITY ZONES 

Work of the air raid wardens was 
outlined by Captain Huff. He stat- 
ed that the city had been divided 
into 100 zones in which at least two 
air wardens would operate. 

He asked that all citizens give the | 
greatest co-operation when these 
wardens called on them during the 
educational campaign which would 
be staged this summer, and appeal- 
ed also to them to learn the simple 
rules for civilians which would be 
distributed to every home shortly, 

He «added that examinations in air | 
raid precautions would be held 
periodically, and also that a series 
of lectures would be given in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, as well as 
the individual instruction given by 
wardens in the citizens’ homes 


CASUALTY STATIONS 

Dr. G. M. Little spoke of the med- 
ical and first aid services which 
were being established under the 
city set-up, Twenty schools, all cen- 
trally located in the different dis- 
tricts, would be used as casualty 
clearing stations, he said. Doctors, 
nurses and runners would be locat- | 
ed in these schools and all Ccasual- 
ties would be brought to them by| 
the air raid wardens and their help- 
ers 

He stressed the necessity of every 
citizen learning first aid work. In| 
the event of a raid the knoWledge 
of first aid might result in the save 
ing of life, he said, and added that 
in many instances of accident the 
presence of a man or woman with 
this training has saved the life of 
the victim. He praised the work 
of women in the city who were now 
taking training in home nursing and | 
first aid in preparation for any pos- 
sible air raid, and again asked all | 
his listeners to enroll for first aid | 
classes 


NEED 200 FIRE FIGHTERS 

Fire Chief James Macgregor out. 
lined the work which would be un- 
dertaken by the fire fighters and 


auxiliary firemen, and appealed for 
200 volunteers to take on training 
as fire fighters to complete the fire | 
fighting force deemed necessary to 
meet an air raid situation in Ed. 
monton 


He warned that each resident 
must be prepared to be his own 
fire fighter, as it would be impos- | 


sible for any professional fire fight- | 


ing force to cope with the fires 
started by showers of incendiary 
bombs.
